The description only gives a single line listing 
pertaining to the embodiments of the inventions described 
in claims 1, 2, and 5 wherein a melamine resin or a urea 
resin are used as the powdered thejcmosetting resin, and 
moreover, this listing also includes epoxy resin, which 
the applicant asserts is unsuitable (description, page 8, 
line 24) . Therefore, the description does not provide 
sufficient support for the selective use of powdered 
melamine resin or powdered urea resin. 
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
